DRIVERS speeding past a 
Bridgend primary school are 
being confronted by signs 
designed by the youngsters, 
urging them to slow down - 
and keep children safe.

Rumours send 
social media 
into meltdown 
over bollards! 

PORTHCAWL social media went into 
meltdown on Sunday evening (March 20) 
after it was posted that pedestrianisation in 
John Street was to end from Monday 
morning. 

For many years, the main street has been closed 
to traffic from 11am to 5pm. A Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) employee puts up the 
bollards at 11am and takes them down at 5pm. 

The alarm was sparked by the claim that this 
arrangement would end, and that the police had 
raised concerns about safety. 

On social media, there was huge anger at the 
“lack of consultation” and one town councillor 
said that the first she had heard of it was in a 
“confidential email” on Friday (March 18). 

However, the outrage fizzled out on Monday 
morning, after town councillors received an email 
saying that Civil Parking Enforcement Officers 
(previously known as traffic wardens!) would be 
putting up and taking down the bollards. 

A BCBC spokesman told The GEM: “We can 
confirm that we are still operating the bollards. It’s 
just that the responsibility has transferred from one 
council department to another. It will operate as 
normal.”

Porthcawl SHOUT 
Forum’s thank you 
to Bridgend College 


PORTHCAWL 
SHOUT Forum has 
said a big ‘thank 
you’ to Bridgend 
College and its art 
and design students 
who have given 
their time to help 
provide a significant 
memorial in 

Porthcawl to the 
victims of the 
Samtampa and 
Edward Prince of 
Wales disaster at 
Sker. 

The tragedy occurred 
on April 23, 1947 and is 
the greatest loss of 
civilian life on the Welsh 
coast in modern times. 
As Porthcawl is 
becoming the media 
library centre for coastal 
storm pictures, ironically 
there is no memorial on 
the seafront to tell 
residents or visitors the 
disaster story. 

The result is that this 
incredible act of human 
endeavour by the 
Mumbles lifeboat crew 
to save the lives of 39 


seamen in distress is now 
being forgotten. 

This will continue 
unless we can gather help 
to commemorate the 
magnitude of the disaster 
and the unimaginable 
courage and valour 
shown by RNLI men, 
and now women, 
prepared to make the 
supreme sacrifice to save 
others. 

The 7,200 ton Liberty 
ship was smashed onto 
the rocks at Sker Point by 
the ferocious hurricane 
force storm and then tom 
into three pieces; all 
hands on the ship were 
lost, together with the 
complete crew of the 
Mumbles lifeboat 

attempting to rescue 
them. 

The disaster is now 
part of PorthcawTs sea 
heritage legacy, as 47 
seamen died on our coast 
that afternoon in a bmtal 
and terrifying sea. 

Next year will be the 
70th anniversary of the 
tragedy and as a 
voluntary group we are 
trying to honour those 
seamen with a fitting 


memorial. 

We have organised a 
major exhibition with the 
director of the National 
Museum Wales at the 
Waterfront Museum, 
Swansea, from April to 
June 2017; and have a 
PowerPoint presentation 
programme on the 
disaster for local 
community groups, 
schools and colleges. 

We are indebted to our 
patron Carwyn Jones 
AM, Bridgend College 
principal Simon Pirotte, 
artistic director Viv 
Buckley and arts lecturer 
Hilary Statts, for their 
great interest in the 
project and to the 
Bridgend and Neath Port 
Talbot students for 
talking part.

many weeks there it was nice to be 
returning to Swansea for such a 
positive reason.” 

“He had never done anything like 
that before but we are planning to keep 
fundraising for the special care baby 
unit’s family support group.”

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New organ donation 
system has saved lives 


FIFTEEN people donated 
their organs in the first two 
months after a new soft opt- 
out system for organ donation 
was introduced in Wales, new 
figures released today show. 

Health and Social Services 
Minister Mark Drakeford has 
urged families in Wales to 
continue talking about their organ 
donation decisions. 

The figures show that of the 
15 people who donated their 
organs during December 2015 
and January 2016, six had their 
consent deemed because they had 
not registered a decision to either 
opt in or opt out of becoming an 
organ donor. 

Professor Drakeford said: “In 
the first two months, 15 people in 
Wales have donated their organs, 
six of whom had their consent 
deemed. 


“The change in the organ 
donation system has made it 
easier for people to donate their 
organs and ended a very anxious 
wait for many people who are 
waiting for a transplant. 

“However, it is important for 
everyone in Wales to talk to their 
loved ones about their organ 
donation decisions and to register 
it - whether it is to opt in or out - 
on the organ donation register. 

“Sharing your decision with 
your family and loved ones can 
help in the rare event that your 
family should ever have a 
conversation about organ 
donation with healthcare 
professionals.” 

Since 2010, more than 150 
people in Wales have died while 
waiting for an organ transplant. 
The new system, which came into 
effect on December 1,2015, has 


been designed to make it for 
people to become an organ donor, 
and reflects what the majority of 
people in Wales say they want. 

Nine out of 10 people in 
Wales support organ donation but 
only three out of 10 people have 
recorded a decision on the organ 
donor register. The new system 
could help increase the number of 
donors in Wales by 25 per cent 
and save or transform the lives of 
around 45 people each year. 

The new system - known as 
soft opt out or deemed consent - 
allows people who want to be an 
organ donor to either register a 
decision to opt in or do nothing. 

For those who choose to do 
nothing, if they are 18 or over, 
have lived in Wales for more than 
12 months and also die in Wales, 
they will be regarded as having 
consented to organ donation. 


Free governance health

A spokesman explained: “The Governance Health 
Check is intended to be used as a self-assessment 
tool that has been designed to help governing bodies 
e.g. trustee board to work towards adhering to the 
principles of good governance, and to help 
governing bodies of any size demonstrate their 
governance practices to regulators, funders.

“The process can be carried out in stages and at 
your own pace. 

‘Do not worry if you do identify issues when going 
through this process, in most cases such issues can 
be resolved reasonably easily.

TENSE, TAUT AND GRIPPING... 

10 Cloverfield Lane 
is a glorious delight 


2 008’s 

CLOVERFIELD 
was a film that 
eschewed normal 
film marketing 
practices. Very little 
was known about the 
film (the first teaser 
trailer released didn’t 
even give the title), 
which reinvigorated 
the found-footage 
genre and made for a 
hugely satisfying 
watch. 

Rumours of sequels 
have rumbled in the 
years since, but 10 
Cloverfield Lane isn’t a 
sequel per se - instead, 
according to producer JJ 
Abrams, it’s a film that 
is a “blood relative of 
Cloverfield'. It tells the 
story of Michelle (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead), 
who is involved in a car 
crash and awakens in a 
bunker with Howard 
(John Goodman), who 
has built the bunker in 
the event of a global 
crisis. 

He tells Michelle that 
an attack has taken 
place and, along with 
Emmett (John Gallagher 
Jr), the three of them 
are safe below ground. 
But Michelle soon starts 
to think that the greatest 
dangers may lie inside 
as well as outside... 

The use of the name 
‘Cloverfield’ on this 
film is both a blessing 
and a curse - a blessing 
because the name value 
should attract a wider 
audience than would 
normally turn out for 
what is, in essence, a 
low-budget post- 
apocalyptic thriller, and 
a curse because anyone 
expecting something 
stylistically similar to 
its ‘blood relative’ will 
feel slightly 


shortchanged. 

What 10 Cloverfield 
Lane is, however, is a 
tense, taut and wholly 
gripping piece of work 
that will keep you on 
the edge of your seat, 
well-acted and keeping 
you guessing until the 
end credits unspool. 

The inbuilt tension of 
creating a story built on 
mystery confined to a 
small area is marshalled 
incredibly well, the 
story drip-feeding you 
tidbits of information, 
morsels that are 
delivered with a hint of 
suspicion; is what we, 
the audience, and 
Michelle are told the 
truth or is it a carefully 
and elaborately 
arranged series of 
misdirections and 
mistruths? Just when 
you have a grasp of 
what is going on, the 
rug is not so much 
pulled but gently 
tugged, making you 
question what is 
unfolding. 

It is an exercise in 
writing with clarity and 
economy - it’s a puzzle 
piece of a script, pieces 
dropped in only to come 
into play later on, and it 
sits together excellently. 

The film hangs on 
three excellent 
performances from the 
cast - Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead is one of those 
actors who just isn’t in 
enough films, and here 
she is excellent as the 
audience’s eyes and 
ears. Michelle could so 
easily be a victim, but 
she’s an independent 
and resourceful heroine, 
the actress giving the 
character real steel and 
purpose, and Winstead 
shows why she is one of 
the most underrated 
actresses working today.

Well, you may 
find some issue with the 
finale, one that is in 
keeping with its relation 
to Cloverfield, but one 
that, based on the rooted 
and psychologically 
heavy story that has 
gone before, jars ever so 
slightly - that isn’t to 
say it isn’t good, 
however, taking the 
story and shifting 
somewhere else entirely, 
it’s just that it may be a 
little too much of a gear 
shift. 

Okay, back with us? 
Welcome! Directed with 
a sense of confidence 
from first-time 
filmmaker Dan 
Trachtenberg, there is a 
skill to the slowly- 
building tension and 
Trachtenberg’s ability to 
use the small location to 
maximum effect really 
adds to this in an 
impressive feature 
debut. 

It’s an outstanding 


piece of work, 
whichever way you cut 
it, a film that isn’t cut 
from the same cloth as 
its (sort of) progenitor, 
but one that carries just 
as much impact and 
intrigue, and may 
actually be a more 
rounded,engaging 
experience -10 
Cloverfield Lane is a 
superb film. 

VERDICT -An 
exercise in creating 
something dripping with 
tension that keeps you 
engrossed throughout, 
10 Cloverfield Lane is 
an excellent film. The 
trio of central 
performances are 
exceptional, the script is 
near-faultless and the 
whole affair is 
marshalled with real 
control by director Dan 
Trachtenberg - this is 
one of the most 
surprisingly superb 
films of the year so far. 
Essential viewing.

Dark secrets unearthed

H aving 

studied old 
large-scale 
Ordnance Survey 
maps (25-inch to 
the mile) from the 
1870s onwards) - as 
one does on a rainy 
day in the library 
archives - it is quite 
amazing what 
details the 
surveyors 
considered as 
‘notable 

landmarks’ when

A 
map of Col-huw beach 
records “Human remains 
found A.D. 1875” (no 
doubt drowned - quite

possibly a sailor - 
enough ships foundered 
around our coastline 
back in the nineteenth 
century) - but on 
Dimlands Road 
(Llantwit Major) - 
“Human Remains found 
A.D. 1880” - in a 
roadside wall? 

Or likewise in 1861 in 
the Ysgubor Naw Erw 
barn buildings near St 
Donat’s. When people 
got knocked off years 
ago, they found their last 
resting place is the most 
unlikely places - in 
walls of houses, in field- 
side walls or even under 
flagstones of pubs. 

There is plenty of 
lime around our district 
- ideal for subduing the 
stench of a de¬ 
composing corpse 
beneath your crib table. 

Just above Cowbridge 
on Stalling Down, the 
OS Maps beam out 
‘Battle between the 
English and Welsh - 
A.D. 1401’-but oddly 
no bones found here - 
despite this being also 
the location of the local 
gallows! 

But down in Moulton, 
another soul was found 
(only remains alas) in a 
hedgerow in 1864 - and 
prior to that, in 1856, 
another body was 
unearthed in a field 
across the road. 

Later, in 1876, 
another skeleton was 
discovered in the ‘Castle 
Ditches’ in Cwm y 
Breach, Llancarfan 


where, in 1850 a ‘sword 
and cannon ball’ were 
found. 

Not far away, during 
the alteration of the 
buildings at Llanvithyn 
the skeleton of a man 
was found “built into the 
thickness of a wall”. 
Another unknown 
resident lay hidden just 
waiting to be 
discovered... one day. 

But now to Cap Coch. 
The question is true or 
not? The New Inn Road 
between Ewenni and 
Merthyr Mawr takes one 
to the New Inn Bridge - 
used for dipping sheep 
and the like, but also, 
tradition has it, to 
dispose of bodies of 
victims of a character 
known as Cap Coch on 
account of the headwear 
he acquired apparently 
from Brittany around the 
time of the Napoleonic 
wars. 

The bridge and 
country road were 
named after the New Inn 
(on some estate maps 
entitled New Inn House) 
when stood on the south 
side of the bridge. 

Popular with 
travellers in the days of 
the mail and stage 
coaches, and various 
salesmen in foot or 
horseback, tradition has 
it that Cap Coch and his 


cronies had a habit of 
murdering their guests, 
helping themselves to 
the victims’ possessions 
and beetling off to 
Bridgend to sell the 
belongings so obtained. 
‘The story continues that 
the once the mail 
coaches were diverted 
through Bridgend town 
the New Inn lost much 
of its ‘custom’ and fell 
into dereliction. The 
arrival of the South 
Wales Railway in turn 
put paid to the mail and 
stagecoaches (within a 
week of the first train). 

But strangely, many 
of the old coaching inns 
of the route to 
Cowbridge and Cardiff 
remain very much open 
for business to this day. 
Perhaps the ‘locals’ - if 
any (!) were put off by 
the odour eminating 
from the floor and 
walls? 

Apparently, Cap Coch 
buried his victims under 
the flagstones of the pub 
after people started to 
ask questions about 
bodies being washed up 
along the Afon Ogwr. 
When that was full, the 
garden outside the New 
Inn began its new role as 
a cemetery and once that 
was full to the brim the 
nearby woods and field 
became the last resting 


places of the 
unsfortunate guests. 

Possibly another 
reason for the demise of 
the hostelry was that the 
beer was a bit dodgy 
(most pub landlords 
back them brewed their 
own ale) - though it 
cannot have been for the 
lack of body. Hum. 

The local legend 
continues that Cap Coch 
died at the age of 90 
without ever having 
been apprehended - 
another account has it 
that he was hung on 
Stalling Down for 
stealing a sheep. The 
‘true facts’ supposedly 
came to light when the 
dilapidated New Inn was 
finally demolished 
around 1900, when 
bodies galore were 
unearthed in the above 
mentioned places. 

We know from early 
tithe and estate maps 
that the New Inn existed. 
But if the above was true 
there were plenty of 
newspapers in the Vale 
at the time to report the 
grim findings. One 


would of thought that 
the local constabulary 
would have taken a 
passing interest - even if 
the events took place 
before the days of Sir 
Robert Peel. 

Well, it’s a good old 
yam (it would be a lot 
more believable if a bit 
of solid evidence came 
to light - a number of 
local historians and 
gums on such matters 
inform us that it is a true 
story based on fact). 

CJO Evans, in his 
Glamorgan - its History 
and Topography 
published back in 1938, 
states: “Several 
unpleasant stories are 
told of Cap Coch, 
probably all invented, 
and his descendents, still 
living at Bridgend, 
cannot feel too happy 
about their ancestor”. 

Well, if that is tme. 
Cap Coch had a real 
name which people of 
just a few generations 
back must have known! 

Anyway, if any GEM 
readers have any 
information that could 


shed more light on the 
subject speak now! Alun 
Morgan wrote his 
novelette Inn of Fear on 
the subject, though 
(albeit supposedly based 
on fact) admits that most 
of the characters are 
fictional. If Cap Coch 
was hung there should 
be a record. 

Back to GEM readers 
- folklore has it that 
(although there are no 
recognisable remains of 
the pub) there may well 
be victims and their 
booty still lying 
somewhere close to the 
New Inn to this day - 
undiscovered! Who 
knows what might 
actually be beneath your 
feet. 

And those country 
lanes and their walls - 
maybe there is a spooky 
sound of a someone 
from an age ago begging 
for you to let them 
escape their unfortunate 
last resting place. 

Next - What lies 
buried under the sand 
dunes around our 
coastline?

Wales finally cut loose and 
left to ponder on what if..?

I T may seem churlish to the point of 
absurdity to sound any note of 
caution when a team has 
comprehensively demolished the 
opposition by a record-breaking 67 
points to 14 - scoring nine excellent tries 
in the process - and the Welsh camp 
were understandably jubilant after 
ending their Six Nations campaign on a 
notable high in front of the usual full 
house at Cardiff’s Principality stadium 
on Saturday. 

There is no question, as head coach Warren 
Gatland pointed out in the post-match media 


briefing, that this was a much-improved 
performance on the disappointing, 60-minute 
no-show against England two weeks before at 
Twickenham, which saw the collapse of their 
title hopes for another year. 

However, the Welsh camp will be mindful 
that their injury-hit opponents on Saturday - 
perennial wooden spoonists Italy - have been 


beaten by every other team in the tournament, 
shipping a grand total of 224 points and 
amassing only 79 - unsurprisingly looking for 
all the world like a punch-dazed boxer who had 
taken one KO too many. 

Moreover, the home team really was on a 
hiding to nothing, with victory surely being 
taken for granted against Six Nations minnows 
who were walloped 61-20 last year, and with 
nothing more at stake on the final day of the 
tournament than the runners-up spot - as it 
turned out, to England - who completed their 
first Grand Slam for 13 years under new coach 
Eddie Jones, with a 31-21 win in Paris. 

What critics and supporters alike were 
hoping to see was a complete 80-minute 
performance at last from a talented, and now 
matured Welsh squad, that had promised so 
much more at the outset of the campaign, after 
the heroics of the Rugby World Cup, but had 
managed to hit true form only in fits and 
starts. 

In the event, while no-one can argue with the 
one-sided, and at times exhilarating display 
(George North’s brilliant solo try was a 
highlight that brought the ecstatic crowd to 
their feet), there was still the nagging sense that 
this Six Nations represented an opportunity 
lost, and potential again unfulfilled. 

It is a mark of the national squad’s success 
under Gatland’s astute stewardship, that the 
overly high expectations which are never far 
below the surface in Welsh rugby, have now 
become an even heavier burden of pressure for 
his players to carry. 

They know they are capable of much more 
than was shown in a frustrating Six Nations 
tournament that realistically was lost in the 
first 40 minutes of the opening drawn match in 
Dublin. It was compounded by the tepid first 
half at Twickenham, which handed England 
the Triple Crown and sent them on their way to 
a title that had once seemed well within Welsh 
reach - prompting assistant coach Robin 
McBryde to admit: ^^That result, and the 
performance, took the wind out of our sails a 
little bif\ 

Gatland, though, was insistent that the 
Ireland result was not so much about Wales 
playing poorly: “It was more a reflection that 
Ireland really came out and played well in that 
first period - but there's no doubt we didn’t 
perform to the level we expect of ourselves.” 

Hmm...Be that as it may, the camp are left to 
ponder on what might have been. They also 
know that their now habitual slow starts and 
the kind of lapses in concentration and clinical 
execution that cost at least two or three more 
tries on Saturday, will be ruthlessly punished 
by better sides, as the focus of attention starts 
to turn to the far more formidable challenge to 
come in the three “summer tests against world 
champions New Zealand. 

The arduous tour will clearly require them to

step up several gears from current levels of 
performance if they are to be at all competitive 
in the unforgiving land of the long white cloud. 

No-one can be more acutely aware of this 
than Gatland himself, with the Kiwi saying the 
tour is timely, given that the All Blacks are in 
transition, following the retirement of senior 
players and that their incoming successors will 
be under severe pressure to perform. 

He has also responded sharply to criticism 
that Welsh play is “boring” and “predictable” 
and after the nine-try blitz on Saturday, 
insisted that they were trying to evolve a more 
expansive style of play: “It’s just taking a little 
bit of time... We showed some nice improvement 
today. We showed progression towards the end 
against England and there were some nice 
touches again today ” (against Italy). 

Certainly, the team showing four changes, 
came out with greater intent and returning 
scrum half Rhys Webb was first to get his 
name on the scoreboard with a typical sniping 
run after just four minutes. Outside half Dan 
Biggar slotted over the conversion, then added 
two penalties and converted his own try and a 
touchdown by Jonathan Davies, to end the first 
half with a commanding 27-0 lead. 

It was already clear that the bravely battling 
Azzurri were in for another torrid afternoon 
and the totally one-sided nature of the 
encounter was underlined when almost 
immediately, Jamie Roberts powered through 
the fragile defence as if it wasn’t there. He was 
followed four minutes later by man-of-the- 
match, George North, who went on a long, 
curving, in-and-out run that left defenders 
scrabbling in his wake, to touch down under 
the posts, end his try ‘drought’, and finally 
confirm his return to world class form. 

With the scoreline reading 39-0 and Wales 
now rampant in all areas, it might have been 
expected that Italian heads would drop, but far 
from it and they hit back through a converted 
try, which was cancelled out almost 
immediately by full back Liam Williams’ 
touchdown that widened the gap to 46-7. 

Wales conceded another converted try on the 
hour mark, but then mustered a powerful 
forward surge that saw the impressive Ross 
Moriarty, who had replaced the injured Justin 
Tipuric, early in the first half, cross over and 
emerge with a big smile on his face! 

At 53-14, the outclassed visitors could have 
been forgiven for looking at the clock but there 
was still time for them to have a try disallowed 
and for Wales to add two more touchdowns, by 
that man Moriarty again, and replacement 
scrum half Gareth Davies, both of which were 
converted by replacement outside half Rhys 
Priestland, for a final score of 67-14.

Further proof that Gatland and Wales have a 
rich vein of youthful talent to tap in the future, 
came when the prolific under-20s team outshone 
the seniors by completing their first ever Grand 
Slam with a comprehnensive 35-6 demolition of 
Italy in Colwyn Bay - and in the process, adding 
four more tries to the six they had run in against 
outclassed England.
